In a moment the House was in an uproar 
and the squallſest scenes the Kentucky 
Legislature has known for ten years then 
ensued. The committee on the Werner- 
Tompkins contest reported in favor of un- 
seating Tompkins, Democrat, for Werner, 
Republican. After the reading of the re- 
port Mr. Phelps Dem.) asked tasat the re- 
port be printed before action was taken. He 
declared that he had not deen able to 
hear it. 

This move against immediate action the 
Republicans endeavored to counter, and 
Mr. Howard (Rep.) arose and excitedly 
stated that if'the Democrats could not hear 
the report it was because they created the 
noise which prevented it. 

Mr. Phelps took offense and wanted to 
know if that applied to him. Mr, Swinford 
(Dem.) also jumped up and got in the dis- 
cussion. Friends gathered around each man 
and tried to put them in their seats. 

Mr. Howard grew more and more ex- 
cited and made further remarks which 
threatened to cause a free fight, when the 
Speaker succeeded in yelling loud. enough 
to get the Sergeant-at-Arms to him. Quiet 
was by this means finally restored and the 


Speaker compelled Mr. Howard to retract. | 


Both sides were so. much worked up over 
the stormy events that the contest case was} 
passed until Friday.

NICARAGUAN REVOLUTION, 


Minister Baker Requests That a War- 
ship Be Beat to Corinto.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—The State De- 
partment has been advised by United States 
Minister Baker of the threatened revolution 


in Nicaragua, and the Minister has also 
asked to have a United States warship 
statfned at Corinto, although the officials 
will not confirm or deny this. Prohmbly the 
reason for declining to admit the fact is 
that the department has found itself, after 
communicating with the Navy Department, 
unable to comply immediately with the 
Minister’s request, owing to the absence of 
any United States naval vessel from the 
vicinity of Corinto. Unfortunately, the 
United States steamer Alert, which had 
been at San Jose, in Guatemala, sailed from 
that port vesterday for Acapylco, Mexico, 
and out of the immediate reach of the/Navy 
Department. 

She should, however, reach Acapulco by 
Saturday or Sunday, and she will there re- 
ceive orders to turn southward again and 
go to Corinto. Although this will be done 
in deference to Minister Baker’s uest, it 
is not bélieved at the State or Navy Depart- 
ments that an emergency exists in Nica- 
ragua, or at any rate, one that could be 
met by a stationing a warship on the west 
cecast, far removed from communication 
with the interior towns where the revolu- 
tionary movement has its strength.

The Past-Dispatch has 
received a large number of letters on the 
subject, one of which suggests poisoning 
by some active poison such as anhydrous 
prussic acid, and that at any rate the 
condemned person should be given his 
choice of the means of death. 

Hanging is a barbarous method of in- 
flicting capital punishment, but would 
poisoning, in the way suggested by our 
correspondent, be any better? He says 
the county physician should assist the 
Sheriff to inject the poison into the con- 
demned man’s jugular vein. As in the 
case of electrocution, this method would 
soon mean the execution of criminals by 
members of the medical fraternity—an 
gbnormal and wholly undesirable out- 
come of modern experimentation in the 
infliction of the death penalty. For sure- 
ly it is against public interest to turn 
physicians into executioners. 

In these days of wholesale adulteration. 
what assurance should we have that the 
poison chosen for a public execution 
would certainly kif? And a man suffer- 
ing in the throes of agony from a poison 
that ought to have killed but only tor- 
tured would be as bad as Fitzgerald's 
woful case. n 

The best safeguard against such ac- 
cidents” would be the placing in office 
of careful, efficient men. Either the rope 
that broke under Fitzgerald’s weight was 
not properly tested, or the supposed test 
weakened it badly and it was not after-. 
wards examined.

A REDUSED-FARE FARCE. 


The hand of the corporation lobby is 
apparent in the bill pending tn the New 
York Legislature providing for a reduc- 
tion of street railway fares. 

The introduction of the bill shows the 
strength of the demand for reduced 
fares, but the substance of it shows the 
skill of the corporation agents in evading 
the demand. 

The measure provides that all elevated | 
and surface street railways shall sell 
thirty tickets for $1, good between the 
hours of 6 and 8 a. m. and 6 and 7 p. m., 
each week-day, whenever the, earnings of 
any such road are ‘sufficient to pay the 
operating expenses and 6 per cent divl- 
dends on the capital stock. 

How many roads now pay 65 per cent 
dividends on their capital stock? Or 
would be allowed to do so if the managers 
cared to evade this law? Watering stock 
or increasing bonds to take up the earn- 
ings is the easiest operation in the rail- 
road business. 

But it is hardly possible that street 
railways will care to evade the law, be- 
cause, while ostensibly in the interest of 
the poor working people, its conditions 
would preclude most of them from reap- 
ing benefits. It requires the payment 
of $1 for enough tickets to serve for 
daily round trips for half a month. How 
many poor people can ord to pay out 
$1 at one time for street car fare? And, 
considering the chances of loss and other 
contingencies, it is doubtful AM the roads 
would not gain more by this system than 
the supposed beneficiaries. 

No r@duced fare law of this kind will 
be satisfactory. The reduced fare should 
be made for all hours and if a dividend- 
earning condition is provided it should 
designate the money invested, not. the 
capital stock.

The United States Civil Service Commis- 
sion has ordered an examination to be held 
by the local board at the Custom-house in 
St. Louls on Tuesday, April 6, at 9 o’clock 
a. m. for the grades of clerks, inspectors, 
messengers and watchmen in the customs 
service, 
Only citizens of the United States can be 
examined. Applicants for clerks and mes- 
sengers must be 20 years of age or older, 
and inspectors and watchmen 21. The exam- 
inations are open to females as well as 
males. The inspectors must necessarily be 
men, but it is possible for a woman to 
serve as a clerk. There are only 12 clerk- 
ships in the customs department in St. 
Louis. These are all filled by men, and the 
probability is if Aa woman were to stand 
the examination and pass it she.would have 
her labor for ther pains. The salaries of 
clerks range from $1,000 to $2,500 per year. 
Inspectors receive from $1,000 to $1,500 per 
year.

him the representative of the whole country 
and not of any political party. Such utter. 
ances are wholly inconsistent with that 
prudent, delicate and scrupulous reserve 
which he himself, while Secretary of State, 
enjoined upon all diplomatic agents of the 
United States. In one speech he offends a 
great body of his cougtrymen who believe 
in the policy of protec „In the other he 
offends all his countrymen who believe that 
Americans are capable of self-government. 
Therefore, as the immediate representatives 
of the American people, and in their name, 
we condemn and censure such utterances of 
the Hon. Mr. Bayard. 

“Resolved, further, that in the opinion of 
the House of Representatives, public speerh- 
és by our diplomatic or consular officers 
abroad which display partisanship. or which 
condemn any political party or party policy 
or organization of citizens,of the United 
States, are a dereliction of duty in such 
officers, impair their usefulness as publis 
servants, and diminish the confidence which 
they should always command at home und 
abroad.“

PLAN FOR THE 


NEW MARKET, 


Hearing by the Ways and Means 
Committee on Thursday. 


BUSINESS MEN FAVOR II. 


Seme of the Estimates of the Value 
ef the Old Market and the 
Proposed New Bite. 


On Thursday of this week the plan of the 
Citizens’ Committee to sell the Union Mar- 
ket property and to repurchase and build a 
new market on Twelfth street will come 
before the Ways and Means Committee of 
the Council in the shape of an ordinance. 

This ordinance has already passed the 
House of Delegatés and has had its second 
reading in the Council. Arrangements are 
now being made by those interested to 
have present at the committee meeting 
Thursday representatives from all of the 
local business organizations and clubs. To 
this end circulars were mailed Tuesday ef- 
ternoon to these bodies and to many prom- 


inent citizens as well, requesting their pres- 


ence at the committee meeting. 

It is estimated by experts in real estate 
values that the present site of the market 
can be disposed of for in the neighborhood 
of $780,000. The property fronts 22 feet on 
Broadway and 22 feet on Sixth street, be- 
tween Morgan and Lucas avenue. The most 
conservative estimate places the value of 
the Broadway frontage at $2,000 per foot 
and that on Sixth street at $1,000. This 
would net the city $675,000. 

In this connection Festus J. Wade said 


Tuesday: 

“If there is any probability of the old mar- 
ket property going for less than half a 
million dollars, I stand ready to put up a 
certified check for $50,000 to take the prop- 
erty at half a million. I advocate the re- 
moval of the market and the use of this 
property for mcre suitable purposes.”’ 

The greatest advantages of the proposed 
location of the Central Market be*ween 
Gay. and Linden streets and Twelfih and 
Fourteenth streets are its access‘bility by 
street cars. The Olive street and Suburban 
lines are within a few blocks. The Scullin 
lines will pass through the marken Tle 
Hamilton lines will transfer to within a few 
blocks. In fact, every car line in the vity will 
reach within a comparatively short distance 


of the market for 5 cents. 


It will be even possible to come in from 
both Kirkwood and Clayton o within one 
block for 10 cents.

‘An Estimate of 443 Votes on the First 


Ballot at St. Louis. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. %6.—The 
friends of Presidential candidates con- 


tinue to speculate and count the delegates 
that have not been elected. The friends of 
Gov. McKinley claim that he will have 
443 votes on the first ballot, or within ¥ 
votes of enough to nominate. Their claims 
embody most of the delegates from the 
South, 20 from Ulinois, 24 from Indiana. 
20 from Wisconsin, 16 from Nebraska, 16 
from Kansas, 10 from Calfornia, 12 from 
West Virginia, 16 from Kentucky and most 
of ti votes from the far Western States. 

The friends of other candidates do not 
admit any such strength for McKinley es 
his friends elaim. The Pittsburg dispatch 

that McKinley will have 335 
votes, Reed 215, Morton 97, Allison 80, Quay 
76, Cunom 38, Bradley 26, Davis 22 and scat- 
tering 18. 

These figures nearly agree with Senator 
Quay’s estimate, The Senator says: These 
figures do.net altogether agree with my 
own, but I do not regard them as very far 
astray. I have thought for some time that 
Mr. McKinley’s strength on the first bal- 
lot would be about 300. Of course, it is im- 
possible to make any accurate figures in 
advance of the election of the delegates. 
But I do not think that estimate is very 
much out of the way, providitig delegates 
were elected now and the convention held 
at once.“ 


MASSILILON, O., Feb. 26.— There is a 
movement on foot here to induce every 
intelligent person in Stark County to write 
at least five letters to that number of friends 
in outside States, urging them to go to the 
primaries and work for McKinley delegates.
